Two Executions Start the Crackdown on Persons 
Failing to Pay Their Personal Property Tax

The law has begun to crack down 
(hard on Antioch area personal prop- 
erty owners who have failed to pay 
their taxes. 

Two executions of judgments from 
the court of Justice of the Peace 
Herbert Litchfield yesterday result- 
ed in the levying on one automo- 
bile which was later redeemed 
through the payment of the tax of 
$13.01, plus court costs of $24.60, a 
total of $37.61, and an attempted 
attachment of another, . 

When Constable Peter Matteoni 
served an execution on Anton Klos- 
taris of Beach Grove road last night 
Klostaris threw the legal paper 
back at the constable and refused 
to give him keys to the car which 
he sought to attach. — , 

By the time sheriff's police had 
arrived Klostaris had locked his 
house, and garage. Any move of the 
car onto the highway will result in 
its attachment. 

Judge Litchfield who has under- 



taken the court action on all delin- 
quent personal taxes said he is hav- 
ing the cooperation of three con- 
stables, Herbert Horton, Peter Mat- 
teoni, and Richard Eckort, and is 
slowly issuing the summons. ■ 

Two books contained the lists of 
the Antioch .Township persons In 
debt for their personal property tax. 

Book No. 7 listed 371 items, of 
which 55 were paid voluntarily. 
Judge Litchfield said that 86 have 
moved away, arc dead, or cannot 
be found. This leaves 220 probable 
collectible items. Of this amount, 
there have been 35 collections on 
summons, or 16 per cent so far. 

There have been 13 judgments in- 
cluding two executions. Eighteen 
summonses arc outstanding, leav- 
ing 154 summonses yet to be issued.

The person who hasn't paid his 
personal property tax can't win this 
time."

.'In order to maintain the present 
program, the Board of Education is 
asking for increased funds. The 
Board has been available and is 
willing to answer any and all ques- 
tions concerning the request for ad- 
ditional funds for the school pro- 
gram. 

Following are a few reasons for 
the increased cost of operation: 

The major factor that is causing 
a financial problem is the extreme- 
ly rapid growth in pupil enrollment. 
The enrollment problem that has 
been acute on the elementary level 
has now reached the high school. 

The June, 1956, local school grad- 
uating class numbered 0B seniors. 
In the fall of the same year, 235 
freshmen took their place. Seven- 
ty-two seniors graduated in 1957 
and was followed by a new class of 
227. It is estimated that 95 students 
will graduate next June, and the 
freshman class next September- will 
reach 175, Larger classes are anti- 
cipated in the • future. 

Increased enrollment forces the 
Board to purchase more supplies, 
equipment; more maintenance and 
repair is needed in a building al- 
ready at capacity. Additional buss- 
es arc needed and more teachers and 
non-teaching personnel must be 
employed. 

A student desk formerly pur- 
chased at $7.35 now costs $14.80. A 
school bus purchased recently for 
$9,400 formerly was purchased at 
$5,800. Teachers employed at $2,400 
arc now paid a minimum of $4,000. 
Thus, expenses continue to climb 
at n time when more and more 
children arc coming into the high 
school. 

The Board needs additional money 
to operate the school. On Novem- 
ber 30, the citizens arc being asked 
to vote an increase in the educational 
fund from .65 cents to .80 cents. The 
increased money from a successful 
referendum will be used by the 
Board to continue to maintain a 
good total school program.

Eugenio Lopez, 42, Police 

Informant Strangled 

In Automobile 



The body of a former Chicago 
bartender and tavern owner, found 
strangled tc death in a car at Ed- 
wards road and Rtc. 45 four miles 
east of Antioch, lies at the Strang 
funeral home here while police of 
two states seek the killer. 

Identified through finger prints 
as Eugenio Lopez, alias James Cri- 
zoll, 42, the man is reported by po- 
lice as a police informer who had 
been muscled out of a money-mak- 
ing lottery run for new arrivals 
from Porto Rico. 

Police said the murder was a typi- 
cal gangland slaying. 

Lopez evidently had been beaten 
into submission' and then taken for 
a ride by two men. As he sat in 
the front seat a man in the back 
seat apparently threw a cloth 
around his neck and applied it as 
a tourniquet. 

The victim was discovered by 
Glen Nelson, a farmer, shortly be- 
fore noon Tuesday. He saw the 
parked car several hours earlier but 
did not investigate until the. second 
time he passed it. 

Lopez' body was wedged against 
the floor in the back seat. 

Two men who sought to gain en- 
trance to Lopez* apartment in Wau- 
kegan were refused admission by 
the landlady. The murdered, man 
had been a resident of Waukegan 
throughout the summer. 

Sheriff's. Deputy Charles Larson 
of Antioch is checking a list of 
telephone numbers found in Lopez' 
room. They are in Chicago and 
Wisconsin indicating the killing 
originated in the Chicago or Mil- 
waukee area. 

Police records show that Lopez 
had been arrested nine times since 
1952, His Chicago landlady said 
he engaged in the numbers racket 
and always had plenty of money. 

A post mortem was conducted here 
by Dr. Hugh Wilson, aid to Coroner 
Robert H. Babcox. He said that 
death was from strangulation rather 
than from any of the blows Lopez 
received on the head. 

Mortician Ed Strang said he is 
awaiting orders for the disposal of 
the body.

If Doesn't Make Sense 

Would you gamble with your life to save a 
minute? 

That sounds like a foolish question. But believe 
it or not, thousands of people take that gamble every 
day and lose. 

Watch people's actions in traffic for an indica- 
tion of the terrible odds they pit their lives against. 
Perhaps they're dashing off to the office, or rush- 
ing home to dinner, or they're late for an appoint- 
ment. Whatever it may be, they're pressed for time 
and they begrudge the minute — or the few seconds 
— it would take to keep them safe. 

So to save that minute they take chances — 
cross against the lights, cross between intersections, 
dash out into the. street from behind parked cars, 
gamble on beating an automobile across the street 
when they know they barely have a chance to make it. 

Very often they don't make it. And so the 
chance takers very -quickly become quiet figures on 
hospital beds or mortuary slabs. 

This isn't a very pretty picture, but it is one 
that needs painting for many people. 

Many of the pedestrian deaths would never have 
occurred if those people concerned would have re- 
fused to gamble something as precious as life to save 
a few seconds time. 

Think of this the next time YOU'RE tempted to 
take a chance in traffic. No matter how important 
that minute is, it is not worth gambling your life 
on it.

"Congress Should Find the Courage" 

The Fort Worth Star-Telegram calls attention 
editorially, to what it terms a ". . . give-away of 
public funds that hardly can be called minor." It 
concerns ". . . the lending of federal funds to REA 
co-operatives at rates far below what the govern- 
ment has to pay lo borrow money." And that lend- 
ing, incidentally, goes on even though the rural elec- 
trification movement in this country is now more 
than 95 per cent complete. 

Interest rates have been rising, and the govern- 
ment currently pays as much as 4 per cent for bor- 
rowed money. But it lends money to the REA at a 
mere 2 per cent. And this, as the Telegram shows, is 
a matter of importance — such loans, in the last fiscal 
year, came to $301 million and the total since REA 
began has passed the S3 billion mark. 

The Telegram goes on to say: "The REA move- 
ment was initiated during the depression years. . . . 
If coddling of these co-operatives was justified then, 
it can not be justified now, when they have grown 



in many cases Into powerful competitors with tax- 
paying private enterprise. . . . Congress should find 
the courage to make them stand on their own finan- 
cial feet," 

It can be added that Congress should make all 
public-power organizations stand on their own finan- 
cial feet. And that Includes the payment of taxes 
as well as the going interest rate for funds.

No "Fot" 

According to National Review: 'The United Pack- 
inghouse Workers will demand a thirty-hour week 
in their contract negotiations with the meat packing 
industry." 

It is interesting — and sobering — to consider what 
would happen if this came to pass. 

In meat packing, as in all manufacturing enter- 
prise, labor costs are an important factor In the total 
overhead. A reduction in the work week from 40 
to 30 hours— that is, a 25 per cent cut — would cause 
these costs to zoom. And the packers would have no 
choice save to add the increases to the cost of the 
meat. 

Practically every American family cats meat, 
and in large quantities. It Is, therefore, a major 
item in the food budget. The Increased costs that 
would follow the shortened week would be a mighty 
spur to inflation. And, as we know from sad past 
experience, when Inflationary spirals start they feed 
and swell upon themselves. The workers in the 
packing industry, of course, would feel the heavy bur- 
den of this, along with all the rest of us. 

It may be argued that the packers can and should 
absorb all or part of the higher wage costs. But 
that is an economic impossibility. There are two 
standard measures of industrial profits — as a per- 
centage of sales, and as a return on investment. 
Measured either way, the profits of packers arc 
among the lowest in comparable industry. For in- 
stance, over the years their profit on each dollar of . 
sales has run around one cent, and in a number of 
years it has been less. There is no "fat" here. 

What it all adds up to is that labor— in packing 
and in all other unionized enterprise had better show

$3,000,000,000 Worth of Ships 

As most of us know, the government provides 
what are known as construction-differential sub- 
sidies to steamship companies serving this country's 
vital foreign trade. And the reason for this long- 
established policy is both simple and compelling. 
Due in large part to wage differences, it costs a great 
deal more to build ships in American yards than in 
foreign yards. So the payments are necessary in 
order to keep our yards alive. 

Too often, when there is talk about shipping su- 
sidi'cs, the thought is that government pays the whole 
bill. That isn't correct at all. For instance, in the 
case of a modern freighter costing S10 million, the 
government payment is in the neighborhood of S4 
million, leaving the remaining $6 million to be paid 
by the operator — which is the price he would have 
paid to build his ship in a foreign yard. On top of 
this, if taxes returned to the government from ship- 
yards, their employes and their subcontractors are 
considered, the differential subsidy is reduced by 36.0 
per cent, and becomes about $2.5 million instead of 
54 million. 

Over the next 10 to 15 years some 300 American 
merchant ships will have to be replaced, at an es- 
timated most of more than $3 billion. The operators 
will pay more than half of that. And these oper- 
ators, it should be noted, are in a different position 
from other industrialists who do not have to com- 
pletely replace their facilities every 20 years. The 
United States cannot afford to be at the mercy of 
foreign yards for its ship construction.

Year of Study by First Committee 

About a year of study and dis- 
cussion was conducted by the Citi- 
zens Committee regarding school 
problems. Because the group 
seemed to feel that the problems 
could only be adequately solved by 
reorganization of the districts, it was 
proposed that Community Unit or- 
ganization be studied carefully un- 
der the guidance of trained person- 
nel. 

High School Finances Aid 
The high school district was asked 
to finance the project since its dis- 
trict included all or part of the un- 
derlying elementary districts in- 
volved. The high school Board re- 
sponded by entering into a con- 
tract with the Northwestern Com- 
mittee on Field Services and Re- 
search. Dr. Jack A. Childress was 
assigned as chairman to head the 
survey. The purpose of the study 
is contained In the contract: 

"To study the feasibility of estab- 
lishing a. Community Unit district 
in the portion of Lake County 
served by the Antioch Township 
High School. This study is to be a 
cooperative one. The responsibility 
for the entire program will be shared 
by the staff of the School of Edu- 
cation of Northwestern University, 
the Faculties of the schools, the 
Boards of Education, the Student 
body, and the Citizens of the Com- 
munity served by the schools. The 
University' will provide resource 
personnel for various study groups, 
and the general planning of the 
entire study will be carried through 
under the supervision of members of 
the staff. The responsibility for a 
final report will be assumed by the 
members of the School of Educa- 
tion, with the understanding that the 
Citizens' Committee and Personnel 
of the school districts will cooperate 
and participate on the preparation 
of such a summary."' 

Committee Was Expanded 
At this time, the Citizens Com- 
mittee was reorganized and ex- 
panded to forty-one members and 
renamed the Citizens Fact Finding 
Committee Studying the Commun- 
ity Unit System of School Organi- 
zation.

More than half of all traffic 
deaths happen at night, even though 
a lot less driving is done at night 
than during the day. 

In an average year, the Illinois 
Division of Traffic Safety estimates 
the mileage death rate Is two to 
three times as great at night as in 
daylight hours. 

The reasons should be apparent 
to everyone. 

You can*t see as well at night, 
and you must sec danger to avoid It. 

Drivers try to maintain daylight 
speeds, yet even the best headlights 
illuminate only a fraction of day- 
light seeing distance. 

-Night driving is more likely to 
result in ■ fatigue, sleepiness and 
dulled alertness. « 

And night is the time of socia- 
bility which often means driving 
after drinking. 

So drive right and slow down at 
night. Figure the heavy odds 
against you and don't gamble with 
your own life or the lives of others 
who share the road with you, trust- 
ing in your common sense. 

It doesn't take brains or skill to 
send an automobile hurtling through 
a tunnel of blackness. It does 
take brains to soberly count the 
hazards beyond the probing finger 
of the headlight beam, and skill to 
be ready and under control for the 
emergency which may loom at any 
moment.

ASPIRIN— NEW 

HELP FOR ARTHRITIS 

Arthritis, the nation's No. 1 crip- 
pler, hits farm families harder than 
any other ' group. Almost one- 
fourth of all farmers and farm wives 
suffer from arthritis diseases— a far 
higher percentage than for any other 
occupation. 

Because arthritic diseases arc 
finally getting the attention they de- 
serve, better treatment is now avail- 
able, reports the November issue of 
Successful Farming magazine. Not 
only are there new drugs available, 
but doctors have discovered better 
uses for old ones. 

For example, aspirin, once con- 
sidered only a pain reliever, has 
proven effective, when used in large 
doses, in the treatment of rheuma- 
toid arthritis. A recent study indi- 
cates that aspirin may even be more 
satisfactory over a prolonged period 
than hormones. At the start of the 
study, six patients in the experi- 
ment were so crippled as to be con- 
fined to bed or a wheelchair. All 
six, given a daily dose of about 10 
aspirin tablets, have recovered to 
where they ore no longer chalr-or 
bedridden. 

One problem with aspirin for some 
patients is that in large doses it 
causes stomach distress, Now a 
new tablet, Ecotrin, overcomes this. 
It's aspirin with a special coating 
that stays intact in the stomach, dis- 
solves only in the small intestine, 
thus permitting the aspirin to be ab- 
sorbed into the blood from there 
without affecting the delicate stom- 
ach lining.

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Huge Farm Surpluses 

Government's Mistake 



The federal government doesn't 
"automatically" owe the farnicr a 
satisfactory income. Because of 
current conditions (huge surpluses), 
It does hove, a responsibility to as- 
sure him of a "minimum price sup- 
port level which will insure farm 
prices against collapse." 

Sen. George D. Aiken, (R-Ver- 
mont), member of the Senate Agri- 
cultural committee, made that dec- 
laration before 1,500 farmers at the 
key general session of -the Illinois 
Agricultural Association annual 
meeting. 

Senator Aiken was one of three 
men who expressed his views on 
government's responsibility to agri- 
culture. Others were Sen. James 
O. Eastland, (D-Mlss.), also a mem- 
ber of the Important Senate Agri- 
cultural committee, and Dr. J. Car- 
roll Bottum, professor of agricul- 
tural economics at Purdue univer- 
sity. 

Expanding his views, Senator 
,Alken explained that because there 
Is a mountain of surplus farm 
products ($5 billion worth), the fed- 
eral government should maintain 
minimum price support level. 

"This is a government responsi- 
bility because previous government 
programs have resulted in distorting 
a normal supply-and-demand situ- 
ation," Senator Aiken said. 

"We cannot rectify mistakes over- 
night and must exercise patience 
and caution in restoring the func- 
tions of basic economic laws." 

Senator Aiken had some observa- 
tions on what were not responsibili- 
ties of the federal government to 
agriculture: 

1. It docs not owe the farmer a 
satisfactory income regardless of 
whether a person Is qualified to 
farm or whether the farm is an 
economic producing unit. 

2. It should not be responsible 
for programs benefiting the farmer 
alone unless such programs are in 
the interests of the nation as a 
whole. 

3. It should not be permitted to

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dominate agriculture to an extent 
which will deprive the farmer of 
freedom of choice — the right to Im- 
prove his position, the right to unite 
with others for mutual benefit, or 
even the right to make mistakes. 

Senator Eastland was prevented 
from giving his talk in person be- 
cause of Illness. His talk was given 
by Sam Thompson, his administra- 
tive assistant and a farmer from 
Mississippi. 

Senator Eastland said the federal 
government has a responsibility to 
keep open the channel of interna- 
tional trade for the disposition of 
farm products. 

'"Farmers have a. big stake — big- 
ger than they often appreciate — in 
a high level of trade between na- 
tions," Senator Eastland said In his 
prepared talk. "The agricultural 
situation today would be immeas- 
urably more critical had it not been 
for expansion in farm exports In 
recent years." 

Discussing the national farm pol- 
icy picture, Senator Eastland ob- 
served that this nation has the job 
in finding a way to establish stand- 
ards by legislative action — particu- 
larly as to the level of price support 
— which contains sufficient recogni- 
tion of the current market situation 
to be realistic and workable.

"Yet whatever path is followed 
we must avoid the delegation of 
complete discretion to any Secretary 
of Agriculture," he asserted. 

Dr. Bottum's views on the gov- 
ernment's responsibilities were two- 
fold: 1, To protect farm income 



from falling to levels where finan- 
cial solvency of efficient farm busi- 
nesses are threatened, and (2) to 
bring about long-term adjustments 
consistent with goals of (a) odequate 
food and fifcer and (b) efficiency 
and economic progress.

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I. A. A. President Asks 
Soil Bank Pay Limit 
On Corn Be Removed 



Chicago — Soil bank payment lim- 
itations should bo removed and the 
national corn allotment should be 
set at a minimum of 51 million 
acres In order to make next year's 
farm program more effective, Otto 
.Steffey, president of the Illinois Ag- 
ricultural Association told voting 
delegates of the association at a 
recent meeting. 

Steffcy, Stronghurst farmer, asked 
for these and other farm program 
changes in his. annual address to Illi- 
nois Farm Bureau members during 
the IAA convention at the Sherman 
hotel. 

"The 3,000 limit on each farm or 
farmer on payments makes it Impos- 
sible for some of the older farmers 
who would like semi-retirement to 
place their entire base acreage into 
reserve Soil Bank program," Stef- 
ley cold. 

"And so long as the corn base Is 
fixed at the 37 million acre level 
or lower, it is going to be impossible 
for most Illinois corn producers to 
participate in the acreage reserve 
program," the president' of the 
statewide Farm Bureau stated. 

He pointed out that in 1056 only 
29 per cent of Illinois corn land 
was planted within the allotment 
when the national figure was 43 
million acres, 

" Reports indicate that participa- 
tion under the 37.4 million acre al- 
lotment this year "was very low 
indeed," Steffey said. 

"Such changes would, allow the 
Corn Belt farmer to participate in 
the program and make his contri- 
bution to the solution of our prob- 
lems." 

Looking ahead, Steffcy made these 
suggestions for an "essentially 
sound" long-term program: 

"1. Return to the original in- 
tent of commodity loans on basic 
crops — to support prices at a rea- 
sonable level to assure orderly 
marketing and avoid disastrous price 
levels. 

"Had we been wise enough to 
continue on this basis, the huge 
surpluses now hanging over our 
markets would have been used in 
their times. Realistic supports would 
require government purchases only 
on a get-in-, get-out basis. 

"2. Continue the Soil Bank ap- 
proach, with one soil-depleting al- 
lotment for each farm to cover all 
crops.' Compliance with this pro- 
gram should be a must for partici- 
pation in any price support pro- 
gram. 

"3. Abandon reclamation projects 
which arc bringing 150,000 acres of 
new cropland into production at a 
time when we are setting aside cur- 
rent crop acres and spending bil- 
lions of dollars to dispose of sur- 
pluses already produced. 

"4. Expand research aimed at: 
discovery of new crops for which 
there is a ready non-food market; 
new uses for agricultural products; 
and greater efficiency in marketing 
and distribution." 

In his annual message, Steffey 
also reviewed the business progress 
of the IAA affiliated companies 
which rolled up an impressive gross 
revenue of just over a quarter of a 
billion dollars.
